would .be amusing if they were not so "tjresome. 
Many of 


tlieih aie advanced by men who know no more about practical 
f<ii Ining than a hen does about astronomy, and they write and 
leclilre and lecture and write with an assiduity that would be 
valuable if. the same amount of labor were expended in the 
coi'ii or potato field. 
• ' 


C)ne man who thinks he has solved the problem of taking- 


care of nil of the unemployed and bringing down the cost of 
living at the'same time airs his views through the columns of 
atN'bw York newspaper. 
His plan is to have the federal and 


slate governments divide the public lands into farms, erect 
sliititble buildings on them, supply the farms with stock and 
tools and'move people from ,the cities to these-farms. 
The 


fjiritiei should be paid a-salary for his first year's work. 
The 


second year* the salary would be reduced and the government 
would take;.enough of the crops to make up the difference. 
No salary would/be paid the third year and the government 
woi'lld take'enough of the crops to pay the .rent of the farm. 
The rent would be kept at a low figure and in a few years the 
farmer would own his farm and be independent. 
In connec- 


tion with this movement the government could work land on 
its own account, drawing its labor from the ranks of the un- 
cHiployed.ni. the cities. .The writer feels that under such a 
plan theie would soon be no .idleness in the.country, all the 
Ijtlid would be occupied, living would be cheap and everybody 
\vbtild be'on the road to independence if not affluence. 
' to the practical farmer such a proposition is simply laugh- 
;lble. It is as impracticable as a dream. 
In short, it is a dream, 


the idea that profitable farming could be developed in any 
siich way is simply preposterous. The man who advances it 
foigets, or rather never knew, that farming is an intensely 
practical business, a business for which the average city man, 
employed or unemployed,'is totally,unfilled, and one for which 
lie does not want to be fitted. 


It is vain to look to the cities for the redemption of the farm- 


ing industry, and foolish' to talk about the need of such re- 
demption. The farmers of the country are doing well as a 
whole, and if the government will keep its hands off, with the 
exception of lending such encouragement as is extended lo 
olhei industries, they will take care of themselves and feed 
the country well at reasonable prices.

ple have for law is afforded by the indictment of "Boss" 
Cleary of Haverslraw, N. Y., on the charge of carrying a re- 
volver.
